In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Junk  Box  there  appeared  an  interesting  Item  with 
.1  a  headline  "Michigan  Cotmteratamped  Coin  *•  The  Only  One*”  The  story, 
rrltten  by  Ken  Hollenbeck,  a  former  Ann  Arbor  it  es  described  am  1849  US  large 
cent  counter stamped  nH.  Worden,  Ypsllanti«M 

Within  the  past  year  1  have  gained  possession  of  an  1856  US  large  cent 
•rmnt  era  tamped  nSm  Dengler”  with  'Ann  Arbor”  below*  The  stamp  Is  on  the 

obverse*  _  ^ 

My  curiosity  sent  me  to  the  Ann  Arbor  Public  Library  where  1  started  with 
the  first  available  issue  of  the  Ann  Arbor  City  Directory  dated  i860*  There  I 
ound  the  name  "Jacob  Dangler"  who  resided  at  62  H»  Fourth  Avo*  dr *  Dangler 
\a  a  fireman  at  the  Rcyor  Planing  Mill.  I  proceeded  through  directories  for 
the  next  ?5  years  and  found  him  listed  each  year. 

A  couple  of  years  ago  I  did  so mo  research  on  an  engraved  quarter  owned  by 
Miff  I*mol©  of  Detroit*  The  quarter  was  engraved  with  the  name  and  business 


mu n  from  Ypsll anti  and  gave  that  town  as  his  address 


Rather  than  a 
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ounter stamp.  Cliff  considers  the  piece  in  the  Bivil  War  Store  Card  category 
it  is  dated  I863* 

Still  another  possibility  is  a  pieeo  owned  by  Hay  Olson*  The  man’s  name- 
counter  a  tamped  on  a  Canadian  Bank  Token  with  the  name  "Romeo”  beneath®  Ray 
intends  to  check  further  on  this  on®.  There  is  some  question  about  tho  "Romeo n 
accompanied  by  the  name®  la  it  intended  to  point  out  a  geographic  area  or  to 
idrertise  his  romantic  antltudo? 


TAMS  PANEL  XH  LANSING 


Our  Spring  Meet  in  conjunction  with  the  Mich  State  Numismatic  Society’s 
1972  Spring  Convention  was  held  in  Lansing  on  April  8th*  The  spacious  room  in 
the  Olds  Plaza  Hotel  provided  th®  setting  for  a  most  worthwhile  meet#  A  oanel 
discussion  on  tokens  was  a  different  approach  which  followed  other  events.  Ray 
Olson  in  hi a  usual  effective  manner  introduced  his  officers,  the  members  seated 
around  the  room.  President  Tom  Jones  of  KSNft,  other  distinguished  guests.  A 
Lansing  man,  Mr.  Hoy c ©  Ryder,  who  resides  at  1^2'J  Bailey  St,  was  asked  for  a 
few  remarks*  Mr®  Ryder  is  a  noted  authority  on  transportation  tokens  and  a 
member  of  the  American  Voc twist  Association* 

Three  recent  publications  were  announced.  Jim  Curtoss  book  on  Military 
Tokens  was  mentioned  first®  A  booklet  listing  tho  tokens  of  Ontario  was 
named,  as  was  on®  listing  20,000  pieces  of  Coal  Companies  Scrip® 

An  announcement  of  the  sudden  illness  of  Don  Me  Ke  Ivey  th©  day  before  was 
given  the  audience.  McKelvey,  a  MIeh-TAMS  Board  member  from  Port  Huron,  was 
to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Panes  1* 

Panel  members  who  were  seated  were  Robert  hill  lams  of  Ferndale,  John 
Canfield  of  /inn  Arbor,  and  Norman  Peterson  of  Big  Rapids.  Williams  and  Can- 
fir”  1  are  Mlch^TAMS  board  members *  Peterson  is  charter  member  #112. 

The  first  quest 5. on  came  from  Jim  Curt©*  "Why  was  the  Civil  War  Token 
Society  organised  separately,  instead  of  just  as  TAMS/'1*  Answer  by  Canfield  2 
■'Most  members  wish  to  concentrate  only  on  Civil  War  tokens.  Nationally  we  have 
about  fj.00  members*  And  most  GW  token  collectors  do  belong  to  TAMS* u  A  comment 
from  George  H&tie  in  the  audience*  "GW  tokens  indlude  so  much  raater?.al  that  it 
is  doubtful  it  would  all  be  included  In  such  as  TAMS  Journal*” 

Second  question,  also  from  Our to  £  "What  is  a  Michigan  (trade)  token  worth 
~~what  can  our  organization  do  to  enlighten  us — such  as  some  kind  of  price 
listing  as  some  states  have?”  Canfield:  "Start  with  a  listing  of  rarity  by 
getting  several  collections  together e  r‘  Williams*  " Toma  published  lists  arc 
greatly  overpriced  —  a  few  are  too  low.” 

An  important  question  in  conclusion,  tho  results  of  which  START  WITH  THIS 
ISSUE  of  th©  Junk'  Box,  was  asked  by  our  president  Ray  Olson.  Hay,  whose  own 
collection  of  Michigan  "good  for"  trade  tokens  numbers  over  2,000  and  is  in¬ 
creasing  at  about  100  new  ones  a  month,  asked  about  the  identification  of 
Michigan  m  avericks *  "What  will  be  the  basis  of  listing  -  alphabetically  or 
geographically  -  Coin  World  is  now  listing,  only  as  they  have  space  every  so 
often,  by  states  and  towns  -  ?K  Williams*  "Start  alphabetically  with  A* fi 
©terson*  ffA  listing  has  to  be  by  name  of  merchant  alphabetically,  and  not  by 
the  town.13  (a  maverick  has  ho  town  named  on  the  token).
